Vets Day Game is Established Custom; 
First Played Here Back in 1924

It was 32 years ago, en Nov. ll, 
1924, that the first really big foot- 
ball game was played in Salinas, 
commemorating what was then 
known as Armistice Day. This day- 
long affair was indeed an auspi- 
cious occasion. Practically the 
whole town turned out, augmented 
by hundreds of out-of-town visitors 
who lined the route of the greatest 
parade that the city had witnessed 
to that date. 

In addition to the parade the 
day was marked by the dedication 
of the Lincoln and Roosevelt grade 
schools. The speaker- of the day 
was Colonel David -P. Barrows, for- 
mer president of the University of 
California, and personal friend of 
Theodore Roosevelt. A memorial 
bearing the names of eight men 
from Salinas who lost their lives in 
the first World War was unveiled. 
At exactly 11 a.m. all activities 
ceased for one minute while the 
population bowed their heads in 
respect to the honored dead. : 

During the afternoon and _pre- 
ceding the football game there was 
a public barbecue-on the high 
school grounds at the nominal 
charge of 50 cents per plate. The 
admission price to the game was 
also 50 cents, the profits from 
which went to the rehabilitation of

Hartnell College first. partici- 
pated in an Armistice Day pro- 
gram in 1939,-when they defeated 
Menlo Junior College 6-3 before 
an overflow crowd of 5,000. 

This Veteran’s Day game with 
Sequoia is expected to be another 
miléstone, with the war veterans 
conducting a pregame ticket sales 
campaign at $1.25 per admission. 
The Veteran’s Coordinating Coun- 
cil for Monterey Gounty is to re- 
ceive the added 25 cents for reha- 
bilitation of veterans and food 
packages for destitute families at 
Christmas.

Famous Tragedy Now Playing

_ Players have no fears of being run 


out of town for their performances 
of “Macheth” on Nov. 1, 2 and 3. 
Nor do they have to build a thea- 
tre outside the city limits for the 
production. They will play, as 
usual, in the College Little Thea- 
tre, 

The Players do not contend with 
plague propaganda: “, . . the cause 
of plague is sinne, and the cause 
of sinne are playes; therefore the 
cause of plagues are playes_’ 

This is because the Players are 
doing “Macbeth” here and now, 
and not 350 years ago in London. 
And there are other advantages to 
both the Players and their audi- 
ences: 

Ladies are positively invited and 
they definitely need wear no masks, 
It is unbelievable that anyone in 
the audience will have his pockets 
picked, be brought into any frays 
or quarrels, or be forced to listen 
to any “uncomely and immodest 
speeches.” It is unbelievable that 
the theatre will be set on fire by 
any props used in the play, or any 
of the audience injured and 
maimed by “engines,” or by any 
of the Players falling off their scaf- 
folds, or by weapons and powder 
used in the play. 

No one will have to arrive by 
There will be 
seats for all (unless, of course, there 
is that wonderful situation, “stand- 
ing room‘ only”). Absolutely no 
amount of money will purchase a 


seat on the stage — actors are more 
temperamental now and they will 
not tolerate spectators on the stage 
joking, playing cards, smoking or 
getting in their way when they are 
trying to act. 

Little Theatregoers will simply 
have to remember the dates of the 
production — there is no turret on 
the Little Theatre on which to 


hang a flag or hoist a trumpeter 
to announce that the play is about 
to begin. 

Scenery will be changed to suit 
the scene. There will be no trees 


that belonged in another scene left 
growing inside Macbeth’s castle. 
One reason for this is that it is 
easier now to move scenery back- 
stage. They do not have to drag 
it up through a trap door. 

Although Hal Ulrici, Hartnell 
dramatics instructor, and his Play- 
ers are not performing in a round 
or octagonal model of the Globe 
Theatre, open to the sky with three 
tiers of galeries and a stage in the 
middle of the audience intead of in 
front of it, they are endeavoring to 
produce “Macbeth” in as authentic 
a manner as is compatible with 
modern staging and audiences. The 
simple scenery, and the continuous 
performance are true  Shakes- 
pearean. 

But there they draw the line. 
Should anyone be carried away by 
the atmosphere and emulate the 
behavior ‘of the roisterous “ground- 
lings” of Shakespeare’s day, un- 
doubtedly Lady Macbeth would 
walk off in a huff.

The Panther football team 
dropped its third straight league 
game of.the season, Saturday morn- 
ing at Menlo, by the score of 39-0. 

Hartnell had hoped again to sur- 
prise the undefeated Menlo team 
in the same manner as last year’s 
contest; but this year Menlo seemed 
to be more than the Harts could 
handle. Hartnell, playing in what 
may be one of the most disastrous 
football seasons in Hartnell’s his- 
tory, has lost five games while. win- 
ning only one. Only a victory over 
arch rival Monterey Peninsula 
Lobos can prevent this season from 
being a complete loss. 

Hartnell again was plagued by 
fumbles Saturday, losing the ball 
six times to the powerful Menlo 
team. 

Menlo scored their first touch- 
down after recovering a Panther 
fumble on the Hartnell 16-yard 
line. Quarterback Tom Maudlin 
threw @ 16-yard pass to end John 
Stoney. The kick was wide. 

The second Menlo touchdown 
was scored on a 57-yard pass play 
from quarterback Maudlin to the 
end Stoney.
